SIR, 


Ince my laſt from Wexford, we marched to 

& Roſs, a walled Town, icituate _ the Bar- 
row, a Port Town, up to which a Ship of 
ſeven or cight hundred Tun may come... We-came 
before it opon' Wedneſday the Seventeenth inſtant, 
withthree picces of Canon : That-evening I ſent a 
Summons z Major -Genetal Taaff being Governor, 
refuſed ro admit my Trumpet into the Town, but 
took the Summons in., returning: me-no- anſwer, F 
did hear, that near'One thouſand Foot had been put 
into this place, ſome. few days before my comng 
roits the next day was ſpent in making preparati- 
ons: for our Battery; and 1n-our view there were 
boared -oyer from the other fide of the River, of 
Engliſh, Scots and Iriſh,” Fifreen hnndred mare, 
Ormond, Caftlehaven, anditheLord of Ardes,; be 
ing onthe other fide of the Water. to.cauſe itto; be 
done, That night we planted our: Battery, which 
begun to play very Carky. ta next Morning : - he 
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Governor pmcdincly ſent forth an Anſwer zo my 

Summons, Copicsof all which I make bold here- 
with to trouble you ; the rather, becauſe you. may 
ſec how God pulls down proud ſtomacks :- He de- 
fired Commiffioners might Treat, and rhat in the 
mean time there- might be a ceaſing of acts of Ho- 
ſtility on both fides ; which I refuſed ; ſending in 
word, Thar if he _ march away _ Arms, 
Bag and age, and give me Hoſtages for per- 
Gn i. Tallead he RT have done 
it without my leave, by the-advantage of the River. 
He inſiſted upon having the Canon with him, which 
I would nor yield unto, but required the leaving the 
Artillery and Ammunition ; which hewas content 
to do, and marched away , leaving the great Ar- 
tillery, and the Ammunition in the Stores, to me. 
When they marched away, art leaſt Five hundred 
Engliſh (many of them of the cHuxfter Forces), 
came to us: Ormond is at Kilkenny, Inchiquin- in 
Ununfter, Henry O Neal, Owen Roe's Son, is come 
to Kilkenny, with near Two-thoufand Foot and 
Horſe, with whom and Ormond there is now a per- 
fe& Conjundtion : So-thar now. I truſt ſome. angry 
friends will think it high time to take off theif jea- 
louſic from thoſe to whom they ought exerciſe more 
charity. The Rendition of this Gariſon was a ſea- 
ſonable Mercy, as giving us an opportunity. towards 
Munſter, ad Pug ke as Toy ood Re- 
freſhmenr-ro our men. Weare able to ſay nothing 
toall this, but that the Lord is ſtill pleaſed to. own a

Ince my coming into Ireland, I have this witneſs 
MI for niy ſelf, That I have endeavored to avoid 
cffuſion of blood, having been before no place, to 
which ſuch terms have not been firſt ſent, as might 
have turned to the good and preſervation of thoſe 
to whom they were offered. This being my principle, 
That the people and wv where 1 come may mot 
ſuffer, except through their own wilfulnels. To 
the end I may obſerve the like courſe with this place, 
and the people therein, I do hereby ſummon you to 
deliver the Town of Roſs into my hands to the uſe 
of the Parliament of England:;Expetting your ſpeedy

"the Right Honorable the Lord Lieutenant of Tre- 
land of the one part, and the Governor of Roſs of 
the other part, this 19 of 0ober, 1649. 


wn 4 is concluded and agreed, That the Governor of 
Roſs, with all under his Command,may march unto 
Kilkenny or Loghlen Bridge, with their Arms, Bag 
and Bageaze, Drums beating, Colonrs flying,Bullet in 
mouth Bandeliers full of Powder, and Match lighted 
at both ends , provided they march thither in three 
days, and that no atts of Hoſtility be committed during 
the ſaid time, 


IL. It | 
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I.It s concluded and agreed, That ſuch Townſmen as 
deſire to depart and to carry away themſelves and their 
goods, ſhall have three moneths time ſotodo, and in 
che mean time ſhall be preſerved from violence in 
their perſons and goods, as others under the obedience 
of the Parliament; and that a Convoy be ſent with 
them to ſecnre them in their journeys. 

III. It i concluded and agreed, That the Inhabitants 
fhall be permitted to live peaceably, and enjoy their 
goods and eftates free from the injury and violence of 
the Soldter. 

IV. In conſideration whereof , The Governor of 
Roſs & to ſurrender into my hands the Town of Rols, 
Artillery, 4rms, Ammunition, and other Utenſils of 
War that are therein, by three of the clock this preſent 
day, except ſuch as were brought in by the ſaid Gover- 
20r,or ſuch as came in ſince he had the Command there- 
of , and by two of the clock, to permit the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to put Three hundred men into the Blockhouſe, 
Gate-houſe near the breach, and the White Tower near 
the ſame, 

V. For the performance of the Articles on the ſaid 
Governors part, He us to deliver four ſuch Hoſtages as
